INTIMIDATION AS AN ELEMENT IN POLITICS. 
To the Bditor of The Tribune. 
Cuicaco, Dec. 7, 1876.—A few words more on 


the subject of “Intimidation as an Element in 
Politics ’ seem to be called for.

THE OREGON FRAUD. 

The action by the Governor of the State 
of Oregon in issuing a certificate to a person 
as Presidential Elector which the record 
shows was not elected by the people, and 
this person having voted for Inu and 
Hewprickns, a new complication is added to 
the Presidential question. The facts are few 
and simple: At the election in Oregon there 
was a clear and undisputed majority of about 
1,200 for the three Republican Electors. One 
of these persons, by the name of Warrs, when 
elected was a Postmaster, and was therefore 
ineligible. When the time came for issuing 
certificates of election to the Electors, the 
Governor decided that Warts, being ineligi- 
ble, was not elected, but that the candidate 
receiving the next highest number of votes, 
Crowm, a Democrat, was elected; and he 
commissioned Com and the other two Re- 
publicans as Electors. The two Republican 
Electors, refusing to recognize Com, de- 
clared a vacancy, which they filled, and these 
cast three votes for Hayes and Want; 
Cronmy in like manner, holding the Gov- 
ernor’s cértificate of election, declared two 
vacancies, filled them with alleged Republic- 
ans, and the three cast two votes for Hares 
and WII and one vote for Ton and 
Hewprices. The law of the United States 
governing these proceedings is as follows : 

Each State may, by law, provide for the filling of 
any vacancies which may occurin its College of 
Electors when such College meets to give its Elec- 
toral vote. 

The Electors for each State shall meet and give 
their votes upon the fret Wednesday in December 
in the year in which they are appointed, at such 
place in each State as the Legislature of such State 
shall direct. It shall be the duty of the Executive 
of each State to cause three lists of the names of 
the Electors of such State to be made and certified, 
and to be delivered to the Electors on or before the 
day on which they are required, by the preceding 
section, to meet. The Electors shall make and 
sign three certificates of all the votes given by 
them, each of which certificates shall contain two 
distinct lists, one of the votes for President and 
the other of the votes for Vice-President, and 
shall anner to each of the certificates one of the lists 
of the Hlectore which shall have been furnished to 
them by direction of the Executive of the State. 

It will be seen that the certificate of the 
Governor as to who are the Electors is made 
part of the record of the action of the 
Electors in voting for President and Vice- 
President. In this case of Oregon, these 
lists of Electors, certified by the Governor, 
accompany the records of the votes by Cron 


ernor, as showing their authority to act 


Electors. From South Caroline, Florida, 


conspicuonsly scandalous. In the first place, 
the Elector Warts had resigned his office as 
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been appointed, but will be accompanied by 
a certificate from the Secretary of State of 
the official canvass of the popular vote of the 
State for Electors, which will show that they 
received a majority of the votes cast. The 
act of Congress requires that the yote shall 
be accompanied by a certificate from the 
Governor reciting the names of the Electors 
appointed, and in this case the Governor has 
acted fraudulently, as the record shows, in 
giving a certificate to one of the minority 
candidates. All this brings the question 
down to the point of who isto decide be- 
tween conflicting returns of the Electoral 
votes? Is there any person who can legally 
go behind the certificate of the Governor as to 
who were appointed Electors, and who is 
that person? Is it the President of the 
Senate? If there be no office known to the 
law authorized to go behind these certificates, 
must the fraud stand unchallenged? . Must 
this rascally fraud in Oregon pass not only 
as a precedent, but must it be permitted to 
decide an election for President ? 

We have too much respect for the ordinary 
intelligence of the Democratic leaders to sup- 
pose that they believe this outrageous fraud 
in Oregon will bear examination. But we 
think it has been planned and executed to 
compel the Republicans in Congress to ac- 
cept the election of Tn obtained under 
such circumstances, or consent to a re-enact- 
ment of the joint-rule No. 22, under which 
either House may object to and cause the re- 
jection of the vote of any State. To consent 
to such a rule is to give authority to the re- 
jection of the votes of Louisiana, Florida, 
and other States, including this vote of Ore-

THE BROOKLYN HOREOR. 

The Brooklyn catastrophe, unlike nearly 
all other similar calamities, was not exag- 
gerated in the first reports.

of poor humanity, wildly fighting for life ;

the sudden crash of the auditorium floor and 
the precipitation of all these poor, maimed, 
mangled, and suffocated creatures into 
the cellar beneath, writhing in their 
agony among blazing beams and falling 
timbers, until a wave of pitying flame swept 
over the multitude, ending their agonies, and 
leaving behind it the solemn silence of death. 
Probably no calamity of this character has 
ever occurred before in this country so hor- 
rible, or so destructive, or has ever occasiou- 
ed such a universal feeling of terror over the 
fate of the dead and of sympathy for the 
living who lost friends and relatives in the 
sad and sickening cremation. 

We have little expectation, however, that 
this catastrophe, terrible as it is, will produce 
such a lasting impression that ite lessons 
will be read with profit, or that those who 
cater for the public entertainment will be 
any more watehful of the public safety.

In Chicago the grades are 
fixed arbitrarily by the State, are inelastic 
and unchangeable except in a certain routine 
way involving time and expense, and are con- 
strued by the individual Inspectors accord- 
ing to individual notions. In illustration of 
the latter abuse many instances may be cited 


where the grain has passed a certain 
— os No. 2 and been inspected 
at another warehouse as No. 3, which 
made f difference of several cents a bushel. 
Repeated experiences of this kind have dis- 
gusted shippers, buyers, and sellers alike, 
and have driven off a large trade that would 
otherwise prefer to come to Chicago. Of 
course it is not only the other cities of this 
State, but all the competing grain markets of 
neighboring States, which are given advan- 
tages over Chicago by means of this incubus 
imposed upon handling the grain in this mar- 
ket; and, with no other result than crippling 
the trade of the chief city in Illinois, the 
State assumes to exercise an arbitrary and 
cast-iron control over the price of the grain 
bought and sold here,—for that is what the 
inspection amounts to in the end. , 

What is needed is such a modification of 
the lawtas will make it conform to the orig- 
inal purpose of giving the Board of Trade 
virtually the control of the inspection and at 
the same time making that inspection author- 
itative. There is no danger that the Board 
@ill abuse this power, for the business of all 
the men who compose it depends upon the 
fair and equal treatment of their customers. 
We have no doubt that the Committee on 
Grain Inspection of the Board will furnish 
the Cook County members all the informa- 
tion they desire, and make practical sugges- 
tions as to the proper changes to be made in 
the law. Strenuous opposition to these 
changes may be expected from some of the 
country members of the Legislature and 
those representing cities which benefit by 
Chicago's misfortune in the matter; but if 
the Cook County delegation goes to Spring- 
field determined to act as a unit with the 
purpose of exacting the legislation necessary 
to the welfare of Chicago in this and other 
matters, we are confident they can assert suf-

THE AWFULNESS OF THE DISASTER. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

New Tonk, Dec. 7.—The dimensions of the 
awful calamity which has befallen the City of 
Brooklyn in the destruction of its principal the- 
atre by fire,and the consequent loss of life, have 
not yet been realized. Enough is known, how- 
ever, to make it certain that the catastrophe 
ranks among the most fatal of the kind ever re- 
corded. 

Acvording to the statements of all the parties 
who profess to know anything as to 

THE ORIGIN OF THE FIRE, 

it began on the stage. The business manager, 
Mr. Rogers, says that a piece of canvas, out of 
which trees, etc., are made, was broken from its 
fastenings and hung from the flies immediately 
over one of the border-lights, near the centre 
of the stage. The canvas had begun to smoul- 
der, and the paint on it to crackle, and the car- 
penter was directed to ascend to one of the 
grooves and remove the dangerous object. He 
could barely reach it with his hand, and he 
drew it hastily up. The rapid motion through 
the air of the half-ignited and high!y-inflamma- 
ble canvas caused it to burst intoa flame, 
which rapidly spread to adjoining material 
equally susceptible. All efforts to extinguish 
the flames were abortive, and the carpenter had 
to retire to save his own life. 

The scéne in the gallery after the alarm was 
raised is described as something horrible even 


to contemplate. 
THE DEAD. 


Up till noon to-day, 315 bodies had been re- 
moved. Of these, fifty-nine are identified, some 
by remnants of their clothing remaining, others 
by watches, chains, and such articles, but only 
a few by their features.
